That’s the word from two men associated 
with the industry in diverse fields. Says A. C. Find- 
lay, executive of the Ohio Savings & Loan League: 
“If home builders practice good merchandising, 
sell closer to their costs and build homes acceptable 
to the present needs of buyers, we will be in shape 
to finance them.” Agreeing is E. F. Walsh, promo- 
tion director for Structural Clay Products Insti- 
tute, who urges the use of lawn signs, advertising 
reprints and book matches to help builders sell 
brick homes. Advertising is increasingly important 
in today’s tight market.

A much-needed service 


Taking a page from the medical profession, HBA 
of Metropolitan Pittsburgh has established a “land 
bank” as a service to builders, developers and 
realtors. All property owners who want to sell 
their holdings—whether large or small—can 
notify the association which passes on the infor- 
mation to interested builders. There is no charge 
for the service which, according to HBA presi- 
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dent C. D. Crawford, may serve to “pull together” 
pieces of property which are unknown to builders 
and would make good home sites. 


Local market conditions 


It’s always a good idea to be familiar with local 
statistics before planning your operations. A good 
way to learn what’s happening in your area would 
be to get a copy of the “75 Housing Areas 1956 
Annual Summary,” published by Housing Secu- 
rities Inc., 250 Park Ave., New York, N.Y. The 
book, which features selected data on housing, 
population, economic indicators and mortgage ac- 
tivity, will help you evaluate the housing markets 
in which you're interested. Cost: $7.50. 


After-dark opportunity 


With the “fair weather” seasons approaching, 
builders might consider night openings for their 
model homes. Many families “take to the road” 
for an after-dinner ride, especially if crowded 
roads keep them home on weekends. This idea 
met with good success on Long Island, N.Y., last 
year where the builders of Harbor Hill reported 
that “open hours” until 11:00 P.M. one night each 
week drew record crowds. 


Who are your buyers? 


When determining what kind of homes to build, 
you'd be wise to consider what families are in a 
buying mood. A recent survey by the University 
of Michigan’s research center showed that families 
in the above-$5,000-a-year bracket were far more 
inclined to buy than those in the under $3,000 
range. This is good news since more than 40° of 
all families are included in the $5,000 and over 
group. The survey also revealed that intentions to 
buy homes have increased recently.

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Insulation can be 
a White Elephant 


It can clutter up a building site. 
And if it rains before 
the building’s up... ! 


Storage Space 
Available 


A 10° x 15° shack holds about a 
MILLION Sq. Ft. multiple aluminum 
insulation. Some bulkier insulations 
need 131 times the storage space. 


Storage space at congested building sites is 


so scanty, that bulky materials must sometimes 
be left exposed to the weather, even to rain. 


Pilferage and congestion cause expensive de- 
lays and become annoying problems. With 
compact, scientific multiple aluminum insula- 
tion, a few small 2 cu. ft. cartons, each holding 
1000 sq. ft., tucked in a corner of a shed or 
tool bin, occupy negligible space.

RESISTS HEAT AND VAPOR FLOW 


Most important is PERFORMANCE: re- 
sistance to heat flow winter and summer; re- 
sistance to vapor flow and condensation forma- 
tion which cause peeling paint, stained and 
crumbling plaster, rotting timber; and the loss 
of 1060 Btu’s of latent heat with each pound 
of escaping vapor. 


Metallic vapor barriers bar excessive passage 
of vapor from the warm side of walls and ceil- 
ings to colder spaces and surfaces, where it 
often condenses. (Cold air can hold less vapor 
in suspensign than can warm air.)

Water vapor is a gas with about 1-millionth 
the density of water at 0°F. The invisible pores 
and apertures in many seemingly “solid” build- 
ing materials are wide open spaces for the flow 
of vapor. Some materials may be waterproof 
and not vapor-proof. Being metallic, aluminum 
has almost zero permeability to vapor. Com- 


pared to outer walls and roofs, it has much less 
permeability than the ratio (1 to 5) required 
for efficient outward flow of vapor. 


Aluminum has 97% reflectivity for Radia- 
tion, only 3% emissivity and absorptivity; and 
retards outer and inner Convection. Air spaces 
have low density, slight conduction.

SMALL TALK 
COST CUTTING POSSIBLE 


New techniques in home building 
may be the answer to spiraling 
costs. One stumbling block, says 
John K. White, American Houses, 
Allentown, Pa., is the lack of co- 
ordination between architects who 
design the homes and engineers 
who design the heating, plumbing 
and wiring systems that go into 
them. 


WINTER WONDERLAND 


You'll soon be able to tell your 
buyers they can toss away that old 
snow shovel. A snow melting sys- 
tem consisting of pipe coils can 
now be built into walks and drive- 
ways. Whenever snow falls, a 
switch is thrown and hot water 
circulating through the coils will 
warm the pavement, thereby melt- 
ing the snow. Tests by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois show that it 
costs only about 6 cents an hour 
to run the system—cheaper than 
hiring a boy to do it. 


THE RIGHT APPEAL 


Whom are you building for? 
These four categories of home 
buyers, supplied by Pittsburgh 
builder Stanley Edge, are a top- 
notch guide: Rose-covered cottage 
variety—people with children who 
want a quiet atmosphere; mini- 
mum shelter buyers—people who 
spend more for food, clothing, 
etc., than homes need small down- 
payment terms; fun and frolic 
group—these include the majority 
of modern suburbia and need 
large subdivisions with swimming 
pools, parks, clubs, etc.; and snob 
appeal home-seekers—location is 
of prime importance. 


WILL HOUSING LAW CHANGES proposed by the Ad- 
ministration (and under consideration by Congress as 
AB went to press) do enough for the industry? One 
significant change would reduce down-payment require- 
ments on FHA mortgages in July 1958—or possibly 
much sooner if conditions warrant. The new scheme 
asks for these legal minimums: On the first $10,000 of 
appraised value, a 4‘¢ down-payment; on values be- 
tween $10,000 and $16,000, a 15° down-payment; any- 
thing above $16,000 would call for a 30% down-pay- 
ment. No change was asked in the legal limit of 30 years 
repayment terms for government-backed loans. If the 
proposals are adopted, here’s how they will work on the 
sale of a new $16,000 house: The buyer would need 
$1,300 for a down-payment, quite a drop from the $2,500 
required under present terms. But, under the new setup, 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN TO VA LOANS? No mention 
was made of the current 2‘¢ VA minimum down-pay- 
ment requirement. However, if the Administration’s 
proposals are adopted it would mean veterans would 
have to pay at least 4°¢ down when the World War II 
program expires in July 1958. In effect, the proposals 
would allow FHA to absorb the GI program, but vet- 
erans would have to make higher down-payments.

ALUMINUM: an auditorium today... 


7 ou’d have a tough time con- 
vincing a client that he should 
live in an aluminum igloo; yet the 
structure shown above may be a 
preview of just exactly that. It is an 
auditorium seating 1,800 people, 
built in the Hawaiian Village, Ha- 
waii.

HOW TO SPEND PROMOTION $$$ 


Which ad media 


pay off in sales? 


hat kind of advertising pays off best for builders? In 
today’s tight market, the printed word still reigns as king 
in attracting buyers to new homes. That’s the consensus of 
builders surveyed by AB at press time. 

Although almost all of them stated that other media also 
have their place in any good merchandising program, the 
majority of those replying agreed: What is read in newspapers 


NEWSPAPERS registers more than what is heard on a radio, or fleetingly 
give widest coverage of seen on a TV screen or read on a billboard while driving along 
our market.—Phoenix. a crowded highway. 


Supporting this belief are figures such as those cited by 
Ralph E. Bruno of Harmony Builders, Inc., Albany, N. Y.., 
who favors display and classified newspaper advertising, but 
also tried out radio and television. The company conducted a 
test check of visitors at its model home to find out what me- 
dium had brought them out. It was “ten to one in favor of 
newspapers.” At the time the test check was made, ten TV 
spot announcements and 50 radio commercials had been run 
during a one-week period. 

“Newspapers reach more people with a longer-lasting ef- 

fect.” It sounds like the same answer, but it isn’t. That’s the 
reply from J. Robert Norman, Aurora Development Co., New 
Orleans, who also feels that television, radio and handbills 
are important. But, he adds, “best of all, of course, is free word 
of mouth.” 
NEW HOMES And, from Denver a builder wired: “We find newspaper dis- 
play ads most effective per dollar spent and are reducing our 
TV and radio advertising from 40 per cent to 15 per cent of 
our merchandising budget.” 

Lee P. Campau, Jr., president, Terra Development Corp., 
Clayton, Mo., goes along with this: “Newspaper rates in this 
area are considered high. But even so, I feel that newspaper 
advertising, generally speaking, in our line is still the best. It 
reaches more people.” 

Other builders who agree that newspaper ads are their top 
method of merchandising: 

Forrest Cox Home Builders Inc., Phoenix, Ariz.: “Prefer 
local newspaper classified section because of wide coverage 
of our market.” 

George W. Walters, Horizon Homes, Inc., Albuquerque, 
N. Mex.: “We have used all media and find newspaper and 
radio to be most effective in this area.” 

HANDBILLS Richard S. Millhollen, Eugene, Ore.: “Favor advertising by

classified yellow pages give good 
coverage for least expenditure and 
believes some TV and radio adver- 
tising is advisable. 

Wood McArthur, Little Rock, 
Ark.: “I favor newspaper classified 
because of its expediency in reach- 
ing active home buyers.” 

Vincent C. Buck, Western Build- 
ers, Inc., Spokane, Wash.: “We 
favor classified newspaper advertis- 
ing because we get more sales per 
dollar invested.” 

Jack R. Worthman, John R. 
Worthman, Inc., Fort Wayne, Ind.: 
“Favor first newspapers and bro- 
chures, second, site signs and fur- 
nished open houses.” 

But, there are areas in the coun- 
try where other media seem to do 
a better selling job than the news- 
papers. 

Lester Matlock, Wichita, Kan., 
formerly used newspapers as his 
top advertising medium. 

“Our merchandising consisted of 
open houses, signs, etc.,” he says. 
“This proved unsatisfactory. We 
now plan a direct approach—use 
of hand bills, employment of a 
highly-trained woman as a public 
relations officer whose sole job will 
be her work with women’s clubs to 
create interest in our models. We 
also plan to erect model homes and 
pre-sell, rather than to build specu- 
latively.” 

Signs on the job get the nod from 
two builders—Joseph Fleming, Wil- 
mington, Del., and Eveland Broth- 
ers, St. Petersburg, Fla. In addition, 
the Eveland company says news- 
paper publicity does a good selling 
job. 


Overall outlook 


Along with information about 
which advertising medium does the 
best job, AB asked builders how 
much they are spending on mer- 
chandising as a whole and whether 
or not they expect to spend more 
on advertising this year. 

This fact seems clear: Along 
with everything else, the cost of 
merchandising new homes has taken 
an upward turn for most builders. 

Western Builders, which allocated 
5.3% of its gross sales income to 
advertising and promotion, antici- 
pates a 75% increase in marketing 
costs; Aurora Development Co., 
which budgeted 154% to 2%% to 
merchandising, foresees a possible 
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30% increase due to the tight sales 
market; Lester Matlock plans an 
entirely different approach to ad- 
vertising and expects it to cost 25% 
more than formerly. 

However, the Worthman com- 
pany, which has been devoting 
1%2% of its gross sales price to 
promotion and advertising, does 
not intend to increase its budget. 
Says Jack Worthman: “Expect to 
stretch it by better planning. We

need better, not increased advertis- 
ing.” 

According to Forrest Cox Home 
Builders, present sales conditions 
indicate that no increase in adver- 
tising is needed. 

Another viewpoint comes from 
Horizon Homes: “Under present 
VA and FHA valuations, plus 
mortgage discounts, we cannot 
feasibly justify more than 1% of 
our gross income from sales to 


Today's market has to be

In this era of intense competition 
there is more often than not a tend- 
ency to sell by “gimmick” rather 
than by fundamentals. And while 
few will quarrel 
with a well thought 
out and soundly 
planned “gimmick” 
as a sales aid, many 
of us are old-fash- 
ioned enough to be- 
lieve that the best 
salesman is one 
who knows and 
practices his funda- 
mentals. 

The Spring selling season for 
home builders is upon us in many 
parts of the country. And despite 
the mortgage drought there will be 
a lot of new houses to sell. I think, 
therefore, it might be worthwhile to 
review briefly some of the funda- 
mentals of selling that are stressed 
in the Merchandising Short Courses 
at the National Housing Center. 

They sound pretty elementary in 
print. But, if adhered to, they'll help 
you sell your houses. 

First, you have got to have some- 
thing to sell. “Sure,” you say, “I 
have a house to sell. What do you 
think I’m in the home building in- 
dustry for—my health?” So you 
have a house, probably several of 
them. But your competitors have 
them too. Is your house well de- 
signed? Is it soundly constructed? 
Is it attractive? Is it in a location 
which, for one reason or another 
such as convenience to schools and 
shopping centers, or by reason of 
address (some call it “snob” ap- 
peal), is likely to appeal to a good

segment of the public in your area’ 
Is it priced competitively? Do you 
think it offers a sound value to a 
buyer? 

These are pretty simple and basic 
questions. And my guess is that 
every builder reading them an- 
swered each one with a menta! 
“yes.” Assuming the answers are 
correct, my next question is: “Are 
you making plans to assure that 
these selling points are presented 
in an attractive way to a potential 
buyer? It doesn’t help your financial! 
health to tell yourself you have :« 
fine house for sale, but not tell it 
convincingly to a potential buyer. 
You and your salesmen—whether 
in your own organization or of an 
outside firm—should know and be 
able to use effectively every selling 
point of your house. 

Secondly, you have to have some- 
one to sell your house to. Ele- 
mentary? Of course, but vitally im- 
portant we'll all agree! But there 
is more to this than may appear on 
the surface. The days when lenders 
were falling over themselves to 
supply mortgage money on gen- 
erally accepted terms are long gone. 
As many of you have found out to 
your sorrow, it’s not easy to qualifs 
a borrower, particularly one with « 
moderate income, in these times ot 
tight money. 

The perceptive salesman diplo- 
matically ascertains in advance two 
things: the features of a house that 
the buyer (or more often than not. 
his wife) values most highly, and 
what he is qualified to pay. The 
problem is to match a buyer's de- 
sires—what he thinks he should 
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merchandising.” That's the same 
amount they have been using. 

There’s no doubt that merchan- 
dising and advertising is more im- 
portant to the industry than ever 
before. As one Denver builder put 
it: “Our advertising is considered 
to be an integral part of our op- 
erating plan.”

have in a house—with his ability 
to pay. These two factors, more 
often than not, are pretty far apart. 

For one thing, the average buyer 
wants much more in a house than 
he is either prepared to pay for, or 
is capable of paying for. These de- 
sires can be trimmed to size by a 
discerning salesman, but only if the 
buyer is convinced he is getting his 
money's worth in the house offered. 

The third point—and this comes 
only after the other two are satis- 
factorily taken care of—you have 
to sell the house. It’s elementary 
again, but all too many sales are 
lost by over-selling, by not giving 
the customer a chance to buy the 
house when he is ready to take pen 
in hand. The mark of a good sales- 
man is his ability to do the neces- 
sary amount of talking and shut up! 

There is, of course, far more to 
competent merchandising and sales- 
ship than I have outlined here. 
Books on the subject would fill a 
good-size library with plenty of 
volumes left over. Parenthetically, 
one excellent way to catch up on 
fundamentals, obtain new ideas and 
swap merchandising talk with other 
builders is to attend the NAHB 
short courses. 

But the principle point I want 
to make here is that builders are 
going to have to do a first-class job 
of merchandising if they are going 
to sell their product in today’s highly 
competitive economy. There’s a 
mad rush on for the consumer dol- 
lar by every businessman in the 
land. The builder who doesn’t mer- 
chandise effectively is not going to 
be building much longer.

> QUESTION: What would exclusion of appliances 
from mortgages do to your house sales? 


L. R. Latch, Tulsa, Okla.: 

It would be like removing automatic 
transmission from automobiles. 
Large majority of home buyers 
purchase homes to have new and 
modern conveniences. It would 
tend to turn housing back- 

ward instead of forward. 


Emerson M. Mead, Fort Morgan, 
Colo.: We build in low-price 

field, $10-$14,000 and do not 
offer appliances. Furthermore 

we do not believe appliances 
generally should be built into 
houses less than 1,000-1,100 sq. ft. 
Low-priced home buyers need 
space more than appliances. 


C. W. Gosnell, Jr., Alexandria, 
Va.: It would cut sales. Last 

year we sold 79 homes, average 
price, $33,000. Despite substantial 
down-payments, no buyers desired 
to exclude appliances. Effects 
would be drastic in lower 

price ranges using guaranteed 
mortgages. Many buyers just do 
not have additional cash. 


L. E. Coulter, Portland, Ore.: 

Most of my houses are 3-bed- 

room ones, selling for around 
$12,000. To include appliances 
raises the sales price, making 
down-payments and monthly pay- 
ments higher. This makes houses 
harder to sell in these days of tight 
money. Most of my customers have 
their own appliances.

The home-building industry 
must do a better, more effective 
job of merchandising to recap- 
ture the volume of business it has 
enjoyed for the past decade. 

Item: Only 12 per cent of the 
consumer’s dollar today is being 
spent on housing, according to 
the September 1956 “Survey of 
Current Business.” This is much 
less than the 25 per cent most 
economists consider reasonable. 
Auto, gas, and oil take practically 
as much. 

Item: More than 25 per cent of 
the average family income is 
spent on miscellaneous items of 
a non-necessity nature such as ice 
cream cones, women, poker 
games, and home permanents. 

Item: More than 77 per cent 
of all U.S. homes are as out- 
dated as a Model-T Ford. Forty 
per cent of them were built before 
1919. That’s just about twice as 
many homes as we have built 
since 1945. Think of the condi- 
tion of the heating plants, plumb- 
ing, wiring, and kitchens of these 
homes.

“The percentage of gross that builders allow for 


advertising and merchandising just doesn’t 


provide enough funds to do an adequate job in 


today’s market, where we are offering a 


product that people don’t have to buy. . . .”’ 


and housing generally, are get- 
ting only 50 per cent of what we 
should get. The potential is there; 
we are just not going after it ag- 
gressively enough. 

I say the way to do a better 
job of merchandising is to spend 
more money. A /of more money. 

The auto industry and others 
which sell directly to the con- 
sumer generally spend somewhere 
between 2 and 3 per cent of gross 
income for promotional activities. 

Builders don’t spend anywhere 
near this much. And I wouldn't 
mind having the difference be- 
tween this budget and what the

building industry spends on ad- 
vertising and merchandising. I 
should estimate that the average 
builder’s outlay for promotion 
falls between one-half and three- 
fourths of | per cent of his gross. 
This percentage just doesn’t pro- 
vide enough funds to do an ade- 
quate job in today’s market, 
where we are offering a product 
that people don’t have to buy. 

Although our industry dates 
back to the time when caves were 
just going out of fashion, we are 
just babes in the woods when it 
comes to battling these 20th cen- 
tury Johnny-come-latelies for our 
rightful share of the consumer 
dollar. 

Let’s take a builder who con- 
structs 100 homes a year in the 
$15,000 range. His annual gross 
is $1,500,000. Allocating three- 
fourths of 1 per cent for promo- 
tion, (and I’m not being con- 
servative) he has $112.50 per 
house or $11,250 to spend over 
a year to peddle $1,500,000 
worth of merchandise. 

From this sum, let us say he

No one can quarrel with the 
thesis that we must overhaul our 
merchandising techniques. 

But we need a new approach 
to the selling problem, beginning 
with subdivision planning and 
continuing right through to post- 
sale public relations and institu- 
tional practices. Merely boosting 
the budget for merchandising 
only increases our costs by in- 
tensifying the selling effort. 

To succeed in a slow-selling 
competitive market, today’s 
builder, in my book, must tailor 
his operations to provide more 
of the amenities which will sell 
homes in greater quantity with- 
out the need of boosting that 
three-quarters of 1 per cent pro- 
motional allocation Mr. Rose 
mentions. 

Why? Because many of today’s 
educated home buyers are buying 
a community more than a home. 
It is pretty well accepted that our 
market lies in the second- and 
third-time buyer and new-family 
formations which come of home-

owning antecedents. 

So let’s leave that advertising 
allocation alone and put our at- 
tention, and our dollars, into 
merchandise. A good architect 
is basic; he’s worth his fee. Most 
builders already recognize this 
tenet or will be forced to in the 
near future. 

True, we must accept increas- 
ing costs to get the share of the 
consumer dollar to which all of 
us believe we are entitled. Fan- 
cier advertising, more hoopla and 
hard-sell promotion undoubtedly 
would give the builder who 
adopted the program first an edge

in sales over his competitors— 
until they picked up the ball and 
met his competition in the real 
estate pages. It would no doubt 
boost sales for all builders by 
converting some apartment dwell- 
ers to home owners and some 
old-home owners to new-home 
owners. 

But, regardless of this, where 
we home builders have lagged 
behind the auto industry and oth- 
ers which admittedly outsell us 
is not so much in selling itself 
but in the value given per dollar. 

We must offer the market 
something much better than it 
has now. The story of sales by 
obsolescence has been told be- 
fore; that is not the program I 
propose. 

We must create planned com- 
munities. Even the better pru- 
grams for land development in 
1957 do not provide facilities 
community planners have long 
promoted.

When and if the mortgage money 
problem is solved, partial credit 
may go to some good old-fashioned 
Wisconsin enterprise. Two plans, 
designed to channel much-needed 
money into new home loans, are 
being tried out in the Badger state. 

“A new pattern for financing vet- 
erans’ housing and VA-guaranteed 
mortgages.” That’s how Delbert J. 
Kenny, president, B. C. Ziegler & 
Co., describes his firm’s approach 
to the problem. The initial phase of 
the plan involved the offering of a 
collateral trust bond issue to finance 
construction and sales of 36 houses 
for veterans in a Milwaukee de- 
velopment. 


How the plan works 


Mortgages on the 36 houses were 
deposited as collateral for a $385,- 
000 loan with the First National 
Bank of West Bend as trustee. Then 
arrangements were made to issue 
bonds against the $385,000. These 
bonds took the form of coupon 
bonds in denominations of $10,000, 
$5,000, $1,000 and $500, maturing 
at intervals from April 15, 1957 to 
Jan. 15, 1972. Interest varied from 
44%2% on the short-term bonds, 
4% % on medium-term issues and 
5% on those maturing at the latest 
dates. The 4%4 % and 5% bond in- 
terest is possible on 412 % GI loans, 
Kenny said, because the mortgages 
themselves total $452,000. 

Twenty-four hours after the bond 
issue went on sale, School View 


Challenging opportunities which 
exist in the home improvement field 
point to a rapidly expanding busi- 
ness.

Realty Co., Inc. (the builder) and 
the Zicgler Co. elatedly announced 
that the issue was sold out. And, 
the investors had come from every 
stratum — individuals, insurance 
companies and pension and trust 
funds. 

Explained Kenny: “There are 
many persons with money to invest 
who normally would not be inter- 
ested in home mortgages. Collecting 
monthly payments and _ keeping 
complicated records would involve 
too much bookkeeping. What we 
have done is to provide a safe in- 
vestment to get some money into 
the new home market which other- 
wise might have gone elsewhere.” 

Although Kenny admits the ini- 
tial offering was somewhat of a 
trial balloon, the experience indi- 
cates that fears were groundless. 
Another, more ambitious issue is 
planned and it will be registered 
with the Security and Exchange 
Commission. 


New insurance program 


Competition with the Federal 
government in the field of mortgage 
insurance is the basis of the second 
Wisconsin plan. 

The Mortgage Guaranty Insur- 
ance Co. of Milwaukee has been 
licensed to offer lenders a mortgage 
insurance plan to protect them 
against losses with rates that com- 
pare favorably with those used by 
FHA, according to Sterling H. Al- 
bert, president.

The plan, he stated, should help 
loosen lending requirements by sav- 
ings and loan associations, banks 
and insurance companies in the 
state. 

‘Lenders are paying 4% to get 
money,” he said. “They need at 
least 142% for overhead, so the 
5% top of FHA isn’t enough. 
That’s one of the reasons for the 
failure to use its services more 
here.” 

The company permits lenders to 
charge any competitive interest rate 
on their mortgages which can run 
to 80% of appraised value. Other 
rules: amortized loans may not ex- 
ceed 25 years or $25,000; the loans 
must be for one-to-four-family non- 
farm, residential, owner-occupied 
property; and a satisfactory credit 
report is required. 

Rates are % of 1% of the loan 
for the first year and %4 of 1% of 
the principal balance for each suc- 
ceeding year. Special premium rates 
are available in lieu of annual pre- 
miums. 

Max H. Karl, the firm’s chairman 
of the board, reports that a number 
of local builders feel that by offer- 
ing the mortgage guaranty policy 
to a mortgage lender, the lender 
will show a greater willingness to 
make a loan where the down-pay- 
ment is at a minimum. 

The company reports its plans to 
operate nationally and has started 
license proceedings in more than 40 
states.

@ Remodeling is a distinct cate- 
gory of construction and should at- 
tract a bigger force of builders and 
contractors because of the steady 
profits to be made. 

@ Great need exists for “harder 
sell” in competing with other indus- 
tries for the consumer dollar.

» Discounts ... unfair to the builder 


GUEST EDITORIAL ... 


Contrary to popular belief today, 
the so-called tight money situation 
is not the buiider’s biggest problem. 
His chief problem stems from a 
tight money situation, but that in 
itself is not the evil forcing him to 
the wall. 

Tight money, plus low FHA-VA 
interest rates, brought on the dis- 
count. And the discount, of course, 
is merely a device for adjusting the 
interest rate upward. It is, there- 
fore, actually part of the interest 
paid in advance. 

Since it is interest on the loan, 
it should be paid by the borrower. 
(I have found no one who disputes 
this fact, including customers to 
whom I have sold new homes.) 
Nevertheless, FHA and VA require 
this item of interest be paid by the 
builder. It is this unconscionable 
requirement, totally unfair, totally 
unnecessary and totally unwise, 
that slowly but surely is bankrupt- 
ing many builders. 

The builder does not want infla- 
tion any more than anyone else. If 
the economic picture in this coun- 
try dictates that few homes be built, 
he is quite willing to build fewer 
homes. If there is not enough mort-

gage money, he is willing to operate 
a reduced program. But what he 
would like to do is earn fair profit 
on the fewer homes he does build. 
FHA and VA have made it impos- 
sible to do this. They have slowed 
down building, not by putting pres- 
sure on consumers, where it be- 
longs, but by making it impossible 
for builders to gross an equitable 
profit. 

There is no other industry where 
the producer or seller is forced to 
pay a cost legitimately belonging to 
the buyer. When you buy a car, you 
don't find that VA or a Federal 
Automobile Administration has 
told the dealer he must pay part of 
the interest on your loan. 

It is very true that FHA (not 
VA) permits the builder to sell a 
house for more than its valuation 
and in this way collect the discount 
for the lender. But everyone knows 
the general public considers valua- 
tion the price it should pay. If the 
builder does manage to get more 
than that, he is a profiteer with 
horns and tail. Moreover, if FHA 
doesn’t care who pays the discount, 
why prohibit the borrower from 
paying it—as a discount? Why not 
lay the cards on the table? Why not 
call a spade a spade? Why not let

the law of supply and demand 
work? 

The FRB can pursue its hard- 
money policy to kingdom come and 
the builder will adjust himself to 
this condition. FHA and VA can 
raise down payments and reduce 
terms and the builder will not com- 
plain, because he knows the buying 
public would do enough complain- 
ing for everyone. 

But if FHA and VA don’t stop 
insisting that the builder pay part 
of the interest on the borrower's 
loan, they will soon wreck the econ- 
omy of builders in this country, 
which will in turn have adverse ef- 
fect upon the economy of the en- 
tire nation. 

No one will deny the great bene- 
fit of FHA and VA, least of all the 
builders. If they will merely permit 
the borrower to pay all interest on 
his loan, the builder’s economy will 
be saved. This done, a new home 
prospect may buy, or not, as he sees 
fit. Supply and demand will have 
meaning in the building industry, 
too. And the builder will take new 
hope, and work out his own destiny 
on his new foundation of justice— 
whether he is confronted with tight 
money, loose money or medium 
money. 


How to get the most from your displays 


by H. R. Northup, Exec. Vice Pres., National Retail Lumber Dealers Assn. 


One of the country’s leading au- 
thorities on retail merchandising, 
New York adman, E. B. Weiss, has 
raised the interesting question of 
whether retail store 
display may not be 
a much more effec- 
tive force in deter- 
mining consumer 
preference than 
many realize. 

He points out 
that whenever a 
test is made in 
which a well- 
known nationally advertised brand 
is dropped down to a lower shelf or 
given less shelf frontage, and an- 
other brand not quite so well

known is given better visibility, the 
results have uniformly proven that 
display will outdo advertising in 
making sales. 

Mr. Weiss probably is thinking 
principally of chain food and drug 
stores featuring self-service. 

Lumber dealers don’t carry as 
many competitive brands of an 
item as food and drug chains do. 
And, self-service isn’t nearly as 
prevalent. But Mr. Weiss’ observa- 
tions raise the interesting question 
of whether more lumber dealers 
who go after consumer business 
shouldn't be trying to make really 
effective use of their display space. 

Many dealers are doing a bang- 
up job, of course. Others seem to 


use space more for the purpose of 
storing merchandise than for invit- 
ing customer inspection and mak- 
ing extra high-profit, impulse sales. 

In many stores, all that is needed 
is to arrange the merchandise more 
attractively, keep displays dusted 
and filled up, add price tags and 
talking signs. Then displays could 
be rotated frequently so as to take 
advantage of seasonal appeals. 

Dealers seeking good advice on 
store layout and display, in either 
written or visible form, should write 
to their state or regional association. 
They can get the information in the 
form of dealer-operating guide 
chapters, color-slide programs, or 
trade-paper reprints. 
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How Milwaukee plans ahead: 


HBA demands land use plan 


It’s happening practically all 
over: builders are “crying” for 
some type of over-all community 
land planning. 

They want to know where they 
stand before they begin develop- 
ments. They want to know that 
what's okay to build in one section 
of their community won't be “out- 
lawed” five miles away. 

Local ordinances, poor zoning 
and bewildering code variations 
have stymied builders to the point 
where many will not build. If fewer 
homes are built, those going up will 
cost more. 

In Milwaukee the problem be- 
came so acute the Home Builders 
Assn. decided to do something 
about it. Led by their president 
Joseph J. Mollica, they got the ball 
rolling on a land-use plan program 
and are seeking state legislation to 
carry it out. 

The builders are calling for: 

© A master land-use plan for 


Milwaukee county. (Small indi- 
vidual communities would be re- 
quired to follow it.) The plan 


would pinpoint heavy and light in- 
dustrial areas, commercial areas, 
parks, main thoroughfares and res- 
idential districts. Zoning would set 
aside areas for low, medium and 
high priced homes. 

¢ A uniform land platting law. 

© A uniform building code for 
the entire county. 

Mollica believes the association 
should have done this years ago. 
“The fact that there has been no 
over-all planning for this county 
has been costing it millions and mil- 
lions of dollars.” 

Builders in Milwaukee are de- 
termined to put this plan into ac- 
tion, then make it stick. Right now 
the state, like many others, has laws 
which permit regional planning 
commissions for seven Wisconsin 
counties—but only on an advisory 
basis. If counties request the com- 
missions, the governor can create 
them. But so far not one county 
has requested aid. Even if they had, 
the commissions are weak and 
without authority. Their advice is 
not law and no local officials would 
be forced to follow it. 

It is these commissions that Mol- 
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lica thinks possibly could handle 
the proposed plan. Or he believes 
it might be necessary to have some 
agency controlled by the state. This 
would avoid controversy among the 
various communities affected. 

A number of events, some re- 
cent, some building up for years, 
have led to this action taken by the 
association. 

Local zoning ordinances around 
Milwaukee are getting more and 
more restrictive and discriminating. 
For instance, the city of Franklin 
sets the minimum lot frontage at 
120 feet. Large subdividers for 
medium and low-cost homes can’t 
build there because the homes 
would be too costly for most buy- 
ers. 

Also from 1955 to 1956 there 
was about a 33 per cent decline in 
the number of platted plots in the 
county. Builders are blaming zon- 
ing ordinances on this too. The 
HBA is trying to make sure there 
will be lots available for all the 
people in Milwaukee who want 
them—especially in view of the in- 
creasing population. 

These new families will need 
places to live, but builders won't be 
able to provide them if local ordi- 
nances continue to be so strict. A 
state subdivision law passed in the 
1955 legislature isn’t operating 
properly because individual com- 
munities can overrule it. In Frank-

lin an ordinance was 


recently 
passed that said, among other 
things, that a subdivider has to pro- 
vide proof that adequate grade- 
school facilities are or will be avail- 
able, or pay $500 per home to a 
school fund. In the end the home 
owner pays it. 

Builders believe that this school 
contribution feature is unconstitu- 
tional. However, if it should be up- 
held by the courts, it would prac- 
tically end subdividing in Franklin. 

Mollica said builders feel it’s un- 
reasonable to demand that persons 
entering a school district make a 
monetary deposit for new school 
facilities when those already in the 
district never have. 

With a master land plan, schools 
would be included in the proper 
areas before subdividing began. 
Mollica said that around Franklin 
“there isn’t a subdivider that would 
operate there.” 

The builders also feel that with a 
master plan the community would 
be considered as a whole. Devel- 
opers would be able to buy up land 
when it is reasonably priced. 

The plan will solve other prob- 
lems around Milwaukee. For in- 
stance, there is a transportation 
problem which is now in the proc- 
ess of being solved. While this prob- 
lem may not have been foreseen, 
a land plan would prevent a simi- 
lar one in the future. 

Since home ownership in Mil- 
waukee has increased from about 
42 per cent to 64 per cent since 
World War II, a master plan is 
badly needed to correlate building. 

Mollica said, “The bu'‘lders’ as- 
sociation wants a planning agency 
which will get something done.”

(Following is the second section 
of the article by William C. Bober. 
Upon it, American Builder's edi- 
tors Joseph B. Mason and Walter 
R. Browder based the leading dis- 
cussions at the annual AB break- 
fasts at the Sherman House-on- 
the-Roof during the NAHB con- 
vention. Mr. Bober here stresses 
the five non-family-formation 
components of demand.) 


Thy is it that we have had 
these bounteous years of 
more - than-a-million annual 
homestarts from 1946 to 1956 in 
the face of this decline in family 
formation—this steady numerical 
drop of young folks reaching 
home-wanting age? Of course war 
and depression backlogs played 
their part. But, far more impor- 
tant, family formation is merely 
ONE component of new-home 
demand. Every one of the follow- 
ing components will continue to 
be operative when the curve of 
family formation begins to climb 
again in 1958: 


1. The migration to the 
suburbs. 


It is of colossal proportions and 
one of the most spectacular fea- 
tures of our times. From 1950 to 
1955, according to latest De- 
partment of the Census estimates, 
the suburbs swelled with popula- 
tion six times as fast as the old 
central cities themselves. People 
are pouring not only into the sub- 
urbs but into trans-suburbia and 
right out into open country. From 
now into the 1960's, growth will 
be easily ten times as fast as in 
central cities. That alone calls for 
a vast volume of homebuilding 


_ plus the myriad forms of sec- 


ondary non-residential construc- 
tion generated thereby. 
Vacancies in the old congested 
areas will sooner or later rise to 
what some analysts will call 
“alarming proportions,” but don’t 
be alarmed. The figures will be 
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irrelevant. What counts is not the 
empty dwelling units where 
people no longer want to live, 
but where they do want to live— 
and that is in the suburbs, and 
beyond. Today the vacancies 
there are almost zero. Given 
available mortgage money and 
prosperity, the housing boom in 
the suburbs will keep going for 
decades to come. 


2. Regional migration. 


The West, sunshine, climate, 
scenery and greater opportunities 
in the younger parts of the coun- 
try continue to function as mag- 
nets that pull great numbers of 
American families out of the 
older regions into the newer. Here 
too, as in the suburban migration, 
vacancies where people move 
from are irrelevant. A vacant 
dwelling in Portland, Me., is no 
help when you are hunting a 
home in Portland, Ore. 


3. The postwar distribution 
of income. 


It is radically different from 
pre-war. It has practically abol- 
ished the distinction between mid- 
dle class and working class. The 
latter now demands new homes, 
like the former. The day is done 
when the working man was re- 
signed to rent, or at best own a 
second- or third-hand dwelling. 
Today half of all our non-farm 
families have incomes of $5,000 
or over—which is enough to fi- 
nance a new home priced $12,- 
500 at bankers’ standards. And 
every year another million or so 
of families has been entering this 
bracket. 

In the late 1960's three quar- 
ters of all our urban families will 
be able to finance new homes. 
That, as compared with pre-war, 
is a revolution indeed. 


4. Easy credit. 

The small down payments are 
the basis. But what has really 
done the trick is that it is cheaper 
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for 2 million starts in ‘70's 


to own than rent. You pay $75 
or $80 a month on an owned new 
house in the desirable suburbs in- 
stead of actually more to rent a 
railroad flat or antiquated apart- 
ment in the old congested city. 
Hence home ownership has 
moved up from 40 per cent be- 
fore the war to 60 per cent of all 
homes in 1956. Hence also in 
1956 over 90 per cent of all new 
dwelling units were built for 
owner-occupancy, instead of 40 
per cent as in the last year before 
Pearl Harbor. 

In effect, American families are 
using their “rent money” to be- 
come owners. This is an immense 
offset to the mortgage debt that 
the alarmists observing its size do 
not realize. Mortgage debt is re- 
corded as debt. Rent liability is 
not. Yet people must live some- 
where and if they avoided mort- 
gage-payment liability, rent-pay- 
ment liability would be vastly 
greater in the aggregate. As all 
lending institutions have discov- 
ered, people pay their debts, par- 
ticularly for dwelling space— 
whether you call it mortgage debt 
or rent liability. 


5. The obsolescence of the 
existing stock of dwellings. 


It isn’t merely deterioration 
due to the passage of time. A vast 
number of dwellings no longer fit 
into what the modern American

housewife considers satisfactory. 
She doesn’t like the stairs, the 
lack of window space, the gloomy 
kitchen, the inadequate electrical 
outlets for today’s innumerable 
electrical gadgets, the single bath- 
room, the obsolete hallway, the 
ancient dated design and layout. 
Every time she visits a friend who 
has moved into a new house in 
the suburbs, these old dwellings 
are shown up as Victorian and 
inadequate. 

The homebuilding industry has 
made three quarters or so of the 
entire old pre-war stock of dwell- 
ing units essentially obsolete! It 
hasn’t itself as yet grasped the full 
significance of that revolutionary 
performance. But this is certain: 
in the 1960's the great bulk of 
American families will be satis- 
fied to live only in (1) new homes 
or (2) in old ones that have been 
radically modernized from their 
very foundations. 

Above I have listed what can 
be called the five main non- 
family-formation driving factors 
that caused the great postwar 
housing boom. Remember: this 
boom has taken place in the face 
of steadily declining annual con- 
tingents of young people reaching 
home-wanting age. 

Yet every one of these driving 
factors will continue and become 
even more powerful in the years 
ahead. And on top of this, the 
number of young adults will rise, 
slowly at first, then in an irre- 
sistible torrent as we enter the 
1960’s. Do you wonder that I am 
predicting 2 million new homes a 
year when we end the 1960's? 


Aged live longer 


In former years, the death of 
the aged threw some housing on 
the market to partially but heavily 
offset housing demand resulting 
from new family formation. But 


now, with the ever-advancing 
medical revolution, the older 
folks live longer. So young

LOCATION OF WINDOWS FOR VENTILATION 


Natural ventilation and summer comfort can be “built 
into” the house by taking advantage of the prevailing 
breezes. To understand these advantages, it is necessary 
to understand the principals of air movement. 

Air moves by differences in temperature or differences 
in pressure. Because warm air rises, air entering the room 
at a low point will continue to move if provision is made 
to exhaust it at a higher point. 


Prevailing breezes striking a building create a high 
pressure area on the windward side, with a low pressure 
as it moves around the building. The wall on the high 
pressure side acts as a dam and forces the air through 
the open windows and through the house. On the low 
pressure side a vacuum is created and the flow through 
the house is increased. To speed this movement, the 
openings through which the air leaves should be larger, 


A high pressure area is created when 
moving air strikes a building. Low 
pressure areas are created as the air 
moves over and around the structure. 


on this plan. 


Better ventilation can be achieved in 
rooms with cross ventilation by plac- 
ing the windows as far apart as pos- 
sible. Corner windows limit the flow 
of air as shown by the dotted arrow 


|| High pressure area 


The movement of air through a 
building is caused by differences in 
pressure. Partitions divert and slow 
down the movement of air. 


To get the maximum cooling advantages from air movement through a room it should be caused to flow across 
at the level of occupancy. If the type and location of the windows are such that they cause the air to flow along 
the ceiling the room can be uncomfortable. The location of the window in a wall depends upon its type. Some 
windows can deflect air dewnward and will achieve the same effect as those placed lower in the wall. 


Obstacles in the path of moving air slow it down and have a tendency to divert its flow. Heavy shrubbery, fences 
and other obstructions should be eliminated if full advantage is to be obtained from prevailing breezes.

One large opening is more desirable than 
several small windows. Not only does the 
former provide a better distribution of light 
but dark areas between smaller openings are 
eliminated as well as undesirable contrasts 


in brightness. 


KITCHEN BEDROOM 


Consideration should be given in the placing of win- 
dows so that sills and horizontal muntins or rails do 
not interfere with vision either seated or standing. The 
sketches show the eye-level range for persons sitting 
and standing. Avoid horizontal window divisions with- 
in these levels. Dimensions are based on persons from 
3'-0" to 6'-4" tall as well as the usual window head and 
sill heights as determined by furniture. 


Windows in more than one wall give more 
effective light distribution throughout the 
room. Strip or clerestory windows furnish 
light and ventilation with maximum privacy. 


Window shapes may be selected to 
give any desired distribution of light 
within the room. This diagram shows 
graphically how the sun’s rays enter- 
ing a room at a 45° angle give various 
patterns of light depending upon the 
shape of the opening. The closer the 
head of the window is to the ceiling, 
the greater the depth of penetration, 
as shown in openings | and 2. Open- 
ing 3, placed lower in the wall creates 
a much shorter light pattern. Strip 


windows, opening 2, are desirable 
where it is preferable to have the area 
beneath in shadow such as a bedroom. 
This diagram also illustrates why it is 
desirable to use windows in more than 
one wall for better distribution of 
daylight.

In order for the man- 
ufacturer to submit an accurate estimate or to 
proceed with the fabrication of the iron work 
preliminary job sketches with accurate dimensions 
and other pertinent data must be furnished. The 
following details show the procedure to follow to 
insure an accurate custom-built job. While the 
details and information shown are for entrance 
porches and steps the same methods also apply 
to all other locations where ornamental iron is to 
be used.

HOW TO USE THE CONDENSED 
METHOD HEAT LOSS FACTORS 


Quantities of heat are measured in units called 

British Thermal Units (abbreviated BTU). 

Heat is lost from a warm building through all 

of its surfaces exposed to lower temperature. 

This is called “transmission losses.” Heat is 

alsa lost due to wind blowing through cracks 

around windows and doors. This is called 

“infiltration losses.” Total heat loss of o build- 

ing is the sum of transmission losses plus 

infiltration losses. 

A The first step is to find how much heat is 
lost by transmission. Calculate the areas 
in square feet of all exposed surfaces of 
the room or building including: 

1. Window and outside door area (com- 
bined). 
Net outside wall (gross wall area 
minus item 1). 

. Ceiling area (below unheated room 
or attic space). Inside walls adjocent 
unheoted rooms. 

Floor area (if space below floor is 

not heoted). 
Each of the above areas should then be 
multiplied by the proper factor from one 
of the Condensed Method tables. 
Next, estimate infiltration losses. This de- 
pends on the amount of cold air blown 
into the house, which is in turn dependent 
on the size of the window or door and 
the width of the crack around it. Simply 
multiply the area of windows and doors 
already calculated in Step A by the infil- 
tration factor selected from Table 5. Also, 
since there is more air leakage through 
door cracks than through window cracks, 
allow an additional 1000 BTU for each 
outside door. Add 3000 BTU for each 
fireplace. 
Add the infiltration losses (Step B) and 
the transmission losses through the win- 
dows, walls, etc. (Step A) all together. The 
sum is the heat that would be lost from 
the room or building—if the temperature 
difference between inside and outside 
were 100°. In other words, this is the 
amount of heat it takes to maintain 70° 
inside when the outside temperature is 
30° below zero, which would occur only 
in the very coldest sections of the United 
States. 
Heating requirements are neoturally less 
where the weother does not get so cold. 
The average minimum temperature in 
Dallas, Texas, for example, is only 10° 
above tero. The “design temperature dif- 
ference” between inside and outside would 
be 70° minus 10° equals 60°. Therefore, 
the heating requirement is only 60/100 
or 60% of the amount based on 100° TD.

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SAFE SCAFFOLDING PRACTICES 


Various types of scaffolds are used in build- 
ing construction, such as single pole scaffolds, 
independent (four pole) scaffolds, suspended 
scaffolds, outrigger scaffolds, and horse scof- 
folds. In the construction of these scaffolds 
the following suggestions should be carefully 
considered 


(a) All lumber used in scaffolds should be 
of good quality, reasonably straight grained 
ond free from weakening knots and other 
defects 


(b) Scaffolds should be built and installed by 
men who thoroughly understand the principals 
of design and the safe loads which various 
members con carry 


(c) Special lumber selected for scaffold use 
should be painted green on the end so it can 
be distinguished from other miscellaneous 
lumber. 


(d) Scaffold

bracing should be installed in 


(e) When it is necessary to splice an upright 
member of a scaffold, cleats not less than 4 
feet long should be nailed on two adjacent 
sides of the upright at the joint. 


(f) Planks for flooring should be of uniform 
thickness. They should extend at least 6 inches 
and not more than 12 inches past the center 
of the putlog or other support. 


(g) Scaffolds (with the possible exception of 
iron workers’ or riveters’ scaffolds, carpenters’ 
bracket scaffolds, and trestle or A-ladder scaf- 
folds), if 6 feet or more above the ground, 
should have substantial handrails and toe 
boards installed on all open sides. Handrails 
should be approximately 42 inches high; and 
toe boards not less than 5'2 inches high. If 
the lower edge of the railing is more than 
34 inches above the scaffold floor, an inter- 
mediate rail should be installed. 


(h) Wt is advisable to install a wire screen 
of not more than %s inch mesh between the 
top railing and the toeboard. 


(i) If work is carried on above the men on 
a scaffold, the scaffold should have overhead 
protection or a roof of light lumber, heavy 
canvas or heavy wire mesh. 


(ji) Men should not work on an outside scaf- 
fold during a storm or in a high wind. 


(k) Scaffolds should be cleaned at least daily 
of all rubbish. Tools, buckets, etc., should not 
be left on any scaffold when workers leave 
the job. In winter, snow and ice should be 
removed from the scaffold before work is 
started. The platform may be sprinkled with 
sand or ashes to prevent slipping. 


(l) One or more safe means of access such 
as stairs or ladders should be provided to 
reach each scaffold platform. If a ladder is 
used, it should be fastened at the top and 
bottom so it cannot tip or slip. 


Scaffold members should be fenced in 
or otherwise protected so trucks and other 
vehicles 


(m) 


cannot strike or dump material 


against them. 


(n) Hoisting engineers should be warned not 
to let loads swing against scaffolds or catch 
on them. 


(0) Outrigger scaffolds are not favored if 
other types of scaffolds can be used. 


(p) Swinging scaffolds should be lowered to 
the ground or lashed to the building when 
men leave the job. 


(q) Wire rope is recommended in preference 
to manila rope for suspended scaffolds. 


(a) Any man who is required to go out upon 
a thrust-out (an overhead support to which 
cables are attached for suspended scaffolds) 
should wear a life belt. A life line should be 
secured to the belt and the other end made 
fast to some part of the building. 


(s) Men should not jump on a scaffold, nor 
should anything be allowed to fall onto or 
off a scaffold. 


(1) Horse scaffolds should not exceed three 
tiers nor a total height of 15 feet. 


(uv) Men should not work nor pass under 
scaffolds. Otherwise, their work places and 
passageways should be roofed over so no 
one will be injured by objects falling from 
the scaffold.

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Sidewalk sheds (or bridges) ore used com- 
monly for the protection of pedestrians on 
sidewalks adjacent to buildings under con- 
struction, being demolished or undergoing re- 
pairs or alterations. 

Some stotes and cities specify conditions 
under which sidewalk sheds must be pro- 
vided, and establish standards for their con- 
structi R dati herein are based 
on the requirements of the Safety Code for 
Building Construction, A-10, approved by 
American Standards Association and referred 
hereafter as the Construction Code. Where 
local city or state codes, or applicable fed- 
eral codes, are more stringent, they will take 
precedence. 


SHED SPECIFICATIONS 


The Construction Code permits the use of 
wood, steel or other suitable material but re- 
quires that the shed be capable of sustaining 
a load of at least 300 pounds per square 
foot, if material is to be stored on the shed. 
If there is to be no material storage, the re- 
quirement is 150 pounds per square foot. Be- 
cause in most cases material is stored on the 
sheds, it is recommended that all of them 
be built to handle storage. 

For sheds of wood construction Number | 
Douglas fir, Sitka spruce, or other woods of 
equivalent strength are commonly used. Lum- 
ber should be free from defects or damage 
which will materially reduce its strength. 
Structural members such as posts, sills and 
girders should be of sizes sufficient to pro- 
vide strength as recommended in the first 
paragraph and to ensure stability of the struc- 
ture. The latter factor usually takes prece- 
dence, and 6” x 6” posts and sills and 6” x 
8” girders are commonly used. 

The deck should be of not less than 2-inch 
planking, laid on deck-beams spaced not more 
than 24” center to center. Deck beams of at 
least 3” x 10” material should be used for 
sidewalk widths up to ten feet; for wider 
sidewalks heavier beams should be used. 

Most codes recognize the use of steel or 
other materials but give no definite specifica- 
tions other than a requirement that strength 
equivalent to that specified for wood be pro- 
vided. Plank decking is the same as that on 
a shed of wood construction. 

it is customary to make the shed of suffi- 
cient width to permit use of the full width 
of the existing sidewalk except for the nec- 
essary space occupied by the posts and sills. 
In any event the width should be sufficient to 
accommodate normal traffic without con- 
gestion. 

Where the shed is adjacent to the face of 
the building, it should be so constructed that 
material cannot be dropped between the shed

and the building otherwise. A solid back- 
fence should be provided at the line of the 
inner posts. The exposed surface of the back- 
fence should be smooth and free from pro- 
truding nails, wire, rods or other projections. 
Where material is dumped into trucks through 
chutes “above the shed, the outer edge of 
the p geway should also have a solid 
enclosure. 

The deck flooring should be made water- 
tight. In some designs a watertight under- 
ceiling is provided. 

Where material is to be removed from or 
taken into the building through the shed en- 
closure, the y openings should be kept 
closed when not in use. During use watchmen 
should be provided for protection of the 
public. 

Where required to provide adequate visi- 
bility, lights should be i in the struc- 
ture. Where local ordinances do not govern 
the installation of wiring and fixtures, the 
recommendations of the National Electrical 
Code should be followed. 

Where protection is built along the curb 


line and is exposed to highway troffic, red 
warning lights should be placed on the street 
side of the structure, so that they are visible 
to approaching traffic from a distance of at 
least 200 feet. 

To prevent material from falling off the 
shed, the outside edge and the ends of the 
deck should have a substantial enclosure at 
least 42 inches high. It may be either vertical 
or inclined outward at an angle of approxi- 
mately 45 degrees. The enclosure may be of 
closely laid planking or toeboards and wire 
mesh screening of not less than No. 16 U. S. 
gauge wire with openings not larger than 
1% inches. 

Regardless of the type of construction, all 
members of the shed structure should be 
braced and cted to resist displacement} 
of the members or distortion of the 
framework. ~ 

The installation of a sidewalk shed does 
not make it safe to drop material down the 
outside of the structure. This practice should 
be prohibited, regardless of sidewalk 
protection.

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HOW TO LAY OUT A BUILDING (Fig. 1): Using the plumb bob, 
suspended from the hook under the spindle, locate the station 
mark or corner of the lot or building to be laid out. Center the 
instrument directly over this point by shifting the legs of the tripod 
so that the plumb bob hangs directly over the station point. To 
bring plumb bob to this position, loosen leveling screws and shift 
instrument until the plumb bob points to center. Level up the instru- 
ment by tightening the leveling screws. 


Street line in the illustration is XX. The corner of the proposed 
building is L, distance from the street line Pl. Then a distance RT 
should be measured from the street, equal to PL, at a point deter- 
mining the length of the proposed building. Now the line LT is 
porallel with the street. And LT represents the two front corners of 
the building. 


To get the line at right angles to LT, leave the sights on the 
stake at T and turn the eyepiece end of the telescope to the left 
votil the vernier has turned a right angle, or 90°. A sight along 
this new position will give the line LM, on which the necessary 
distance is measured off to determine the corner M. Now move 
level to T, and go through same operation to determine corner N. 


To prove the correctness of the survey, check the distance MN, 
to see that it is the same as the distance LT. 


WHEN A BUILDING IS NOT A RECTANGLE (Fig. 2): in such a 
case, proceed as previously explained. However, additional points 
must be arranged for, and in that respect small errors are likely 
to creep in. In all cases, first lay ovt a large rectangle, along the 
outside extremities of the proposed building. This is represented by 
ABCD. These points established, the remaining portion of the lay- 
out will consist of small rectangles. Each of these can be laid out 
and proved separately. In the illustration (Fig. 2) these other 
rectangles are represented by EFGD, HIJC, KLMA and NOPQ. 


ESTABLISHING LEVELS WITH A TRANSIT: Set up the instrument 
where points may be seen through the telescope. Level up the 
transit and take a reading where cross-hair cuts on the measuring 
rod. The rod is then moved to the second point to be established. 


HOW TO USE A TRANSIT

MEASURING DIFFERENCE IN ELEVATION (Figs. 3 and 4): If the 


instrument has been properly leveled and is not ovt of adjustment, 
the line of sight set up by the telescope when locked in the level 
is tal in any direction. To obtain the difference in 


elevation between two points, such as points A and B, Fig. 3, set 
up and level the instrument at an intermediate point, adjusting the 
tripod to any convenient height. Sight on a rod held over point A, 
note the reading where the horizontal cross-hair of the 
cuts the graduation on the rod. Then, with the rod held on point B, 
rotate the telescope in a horizontal plane, again sight on the rod 
and note where the horizontal cross-hair cuts the graduation on 
the rod. The difference between the reading at A (6 ft.) and the 
reading at B (6'2 ft.) will give the difference in elevation between 


other object on which it is sighted. 


When, for any reason such as irregularity of the ground or a 
large difference in elevation, the two points whose difference in 
elevation is to be determined cannot be sighted from a single point, 
“intermediate points” must be used, as shown in Fig. 4.

couples will need a vastly greater 
proportion of new dwellings. 


More children 

Cold statistics bring out the 
most spectacular phases of the 
U. S. population increase. 

In the 35 years 1940-1975, 
the number of children below 14 
will double: 33 to 66 million. 
And people 65 or over will more 
than double: 9 to almost 21 mil- 
lion. 

Thus our population is grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds at both 
extremes, and the still-ebbing tide 
of young adults will turn after 
1957. 

So once we get into the 1960's, 
the home-building industry will 
have a Herculean job cut out for 
it. It will have to supply many 
millions of homes of considerable 
spaciousness for families with, in 
the aggregate, a vastly increased 
number of children. And a vast 
number of specially designed 
homes suited to old couples. On 
that project it hasn’t even begun. 

Can it do the job of building 
no less than 2 million homes 
priced at people’s pocketbooks? If 
not, we can be certain of this: by 
the time we get into the 1960's 
the most pressing job in the whole 
American picture will be the need 
to house more people, at Ameri- 
can standards, than most of us 
can even grasp at present. And 
the pressure to get government 
into the picture to house vast 
numbers through subsidization in 
welfare-state fashion will be tre- 
mendous. 

That brings with it all the in- 
efficiencies and irksome controls 
inherent in bureaucratic manage- 
ment of social and economic 
problems. The private-enterprise 
home-building industry can avoid 
this disaster in only one way: by 
ceaseless progress in the methods 
of producing, distributing and ii- 
nancing homes. In other words, 
giving more value for the cus- 
tomer’s money. That the 
American solution. Toward that 
end, in full realization of the giant 
mass market that lies ahead, let 
us all set our minds.

spends $400 for 10,000 brochures 
to hand out in his model. Likewise, 
he puts up $400 for road signs and 
$1,000 for point-of-sale materials 
such as displays, renderings, models, 
plat layouts, etc. 

This leaves us $9,450, or 
$787.50 a month, or $181.73 a 
week for advertisirig, merchandis- 
ing, and promotion calculated to 
bring viewers out to see his model 
so the salesman and point-of-sale 
material can work on them. You 
cannot buy much beyond classi- 
fied ad space for $181 a week. And 
your sales are not going to be what 
they would be (assuming your 
product and its price are competi- 
tive) if you loosened up the purse 
strings. 

Now, let’s take a look at our 
theoretical builder after he has read 
this article and is convinced of the 
short-sighted error of his ways. 

Allocating 2 per cent of his gross 
for merchandising program will 
give him $30,000 to play with. 
First, let’s take $5,000 and retain a 
good advertising agency to handle 
the whole program, including pub- 
licity. Instead of a cheaper $400 
folder, let’s spend $1,500 for our 
brochure and get one in four colors 
with professional-appearing artwork 
—one that will not suffer by com- 
parison with the one the local 
Cadillac dealer hands out. 

For road signs, let’s spend $2,000 
instead of $400 and get the very 
best and enough of them to blanket 
every pole, fence, and vacant lot 
for five miles around the subdi- 
vision. And why not budget $2,000 
instead of $1,000 for point-of-sale 
material, including effects and 
other impressive sales gimmicks. 

This leaves over $19,000, or 
$1,582 a month, or $365 a week for 
advertising. Now we have some- 
thing to work with. 

In most markets for this amount 
you could afford co-sponsorship of 
a weekly local or filmed TV show 
plus a weekly quarter-page in one 
or two newspapers. Enough would 
be left over for a double-page 
spread or a radio or TV saturation 
announcement campaign when a 
new subdivision opens. 

To be good merchandisers build- 
ers must play down this conserva-

tive-businessman attitude. We have 
a product to sell; we have to get out 
and sell it—not merely by listing 
the model address in the classified 
ad columns. 

It is this sort of aggressive mer- 
chandising that the building indus- 
try needs. New ideas, new media, 
more intelligent people and, most 
of all, more money are all that is 
needed for the sales picture of this 
industry to rival that of many 
others.

For example: 

© Good plats that have houses 
facing each other across lawns and 
malls, with garages facing traffic 
and parking areas. 
¢ Play yards for younger children, 
completely enclosed by back and 
side yards, which could be super- 
vised by mother from her kitchen 
window. Such play areas, for every 
half-dozen houses, would cost but 
a few dollars per house. 
e How about a community club 
house, tennis courts, putting greens, 
etc.? Sure, they take land away 
from houses, but they bring sales. 
How about a swimming pool for 
the 100 families for whom Mr. 
Rose’s mythical builder is going to 
build this year? It would cost only 
about $100 per house. 

By working with church and 
school people, the builder can as- 
sure his buyers of the proper moral 
and cultural facilities before the 
sale and before the lack of same be- 
comes a problem. 

Some of the items mentioned ob- 
viously are out of the builder's 
reach without pricing his homes out 
of competitive range. Others cost 
little or nothing directly. In many 
cases, he would be well advised to 
join with 2 or 3 other builders in a 
merger of land development and 
community-facility responsibilities, 
with each one remaining independ- 
ent in the building and sales fields. 

I am convinced that home build- 
ers who offer planned communities 
that provide most or all of the ad- 
vantages I have outlined would 
find themselves worrying not about 
sales and financing but about pro- 
duction. 

The lesson we must learn from 


competing industries, which may 
have passed us by, is not that our 
merchandising is old-hat, but that 
our product has not improved with 
the times. 

Home design, construction tech- 
niques, mass production of building 
materials, prefabrication, and me- 
chanical equipment for the home 
and for production have advanced 
in great strides in the last 15 years. 
So, I am convinced, have our adver- 
tising and merchandising methods. 

Our conception that a good home 
at a reasonably good price fills the 
bill belongs in the middle ages. It 
takes much more. The surround- 
ings, the immediate neighborhood, 
and the community as a whole 
make up the package for which the 
home buyer shops and compares. 
These can be improved. The power 
to improve them lies primarily with 
the builder. 

No matter how well-planned and 
attractive your subdivision and 
your houses may be, you must ad- 
vertise to tell the public what you 
have and where it is. For 100 
homes, an outlay of $10,000 should 
be ample for a continuing, well- 
thought-out institutional campaign, 
stressing your achievements in pro- 
viding planned communities. 

And a modest splash once or 
twice a year when a new model or 
sub is opened would be adequate. 
And a well-rounded public relations 
program, including the kind of post- 
sale customer treatment which cuts 
down dissatisfaction and com- 
plaints, would sufficiently augment 
the over-all effort. 

Word-of-mouth praise from satis- 
fied buyers (and lookers) plus the 
reaction to the institutional theme 
of your regular ads and whatever 
worthwhile public-relations activi- 
ties which come your way will re- 
sult in a reputation that brings pre- 
sold customers to your model. 

To anyone who has taken part in 
more than one real estate trans- 
action, it is apparent that sales re- 
sistance is most often motivated by 
fear. My program is based upon 
creating a home-builder reputation 
that tends to overcome this fear 
which some families feel when 


about to part with their life savings 
or tie themselves to a 25-year debt. 

This kind of program, emphasiz- 
ing over-all planning, will sell more 
homes than any number of satura- 
tion advertising campaigns.

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KEEPING UP WITH THE LAW:

y ou may be required to compen- 
sate your employees for coffee 
breaks. This interesting observation 
arises from a recent decision of the 
Federal Court of Appeals for the 
Tenth Circuit in the case of 
Mitchell v. Greinetz, (1956) 235 
F 2d. 621. 

This action was brought under 
the Fair Labor Standards Act 
which fixes minimum wages for 
workers who produce goods that 
go into interstate commerce. The 
employer required his employees to 
take fifteen minute rest periods dur- 
ing the morning and afternoon 
working hours. This litigation arose 
because if the required rest periods 
constituted compensable time, the 
wages of the employees did not 
equal the minimum amount re- 
quired by the Act, since those wages 
did not include any payment for 
the rest periods. 

The employer was engaged in the 
business of manufacturing neck- 
ties, mufflers and stoles. These were 
produced by hand operated looms 
and the work was intricate and 
fatiguing. The employees were paid 
on a piece work basis. There were 
two fifteen minute rest periods, 
one in mid-morning and one in mid- 
afternoon, so that the employees 
might relax and have refreshments. 
At first the breaks were optional, 
but later they became compulsory. 
They were not considered part of 
the working day. New employees 
were informed of the rest periods 
and were told they would not re- 
ceive any compensation for that 
time. 

The Court decided that the two 
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Employees may receive 
coffee break compensation 


breaks were part of the time of 
employment and therefore were 
compensable. It concluded that the 
employer was not paying the mini- 
mum wages required by the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. The Court 
observed that it was not unaware of 
the fact that the rest periods were 
beneficial to the employees since 
they were paid on a piece work 
basis. However, the Court empha- 
sized the obvious benefits to the 
employer arising from these breaks. 
The Court said at p. 625: 


“We may well take judicial 
knowledge of the fact, as pointed 
out in the interpretative bulletin, 
that coffee breaks or short rest 
periods are rapidly becoming an 
accepted part of employment 
generally. While no doubt they 
are beneficial to the employees, 
they are equally beneficial to the 
employer in that they promote 
more efficiency and result in 
greater output, and that this in- 
creased production is one of the 
primary factors, if not the prime 
factor, which leads the employer 
to institute such break periods. 
Significant of this trend is the 
fact that a number of states by 
Statute or orders provide for 
short rest periods and vrovide 
that such periods shall be com- 
pensated as work time.” 


“The benefits to the employer 
are so substantial that the rest 
periods are now mandatory and 
the employees may not use them 
if they desire to try to increase 
their earnings. Under all the 
facts and circumstances of the 
case, we conclude that the time 
in question bears a close rela- 
tionship to employment and is, 
therefore, compensable.”
